Under  Article  16  (5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers*  (Outside 
London)  Regulations,  1955,  and  In  accordance  with  Circulars 
1961  (Wales)  and  2067  (Wales  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  (Welsh 
Board  of  Health)),  tho  Annual  Report^  Ter  cte  year  1940  has  been 
materially  shortened.,  many  items  being. omitted  entirely.  > 
Generally,  it  has  been  restricted' to- Vital  S'uacistics  and  brief 
c omme nt  s on  v i t a 1 mat t e r s . 

The  progress  of  many  echome-s  whiph  were  in  various  stages 
of  preparation  has  necessarily  been  seriously  inbonorod  wxt n 
as  a result  of  tho  outbreak  of  war. 

ALTERATIONS  TO  BOUNDARIES.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Tho  County  of  Monmouth  is  partly  industrial  and  partly 
agricultural.  The  Rymnoy,  Sirhowy,  Western  ana  Eastern  alloys 
&ro  thickly  populated  coal  mining  districts,  in  which  are  also 
Iron.  Stool  and  Tinplate  works.  In  addition  there  arc  coni 
by-nroducts  plants  in  some  of  those  districts.  IhoEastornand 
Southern  portions  of  tho  County  aro  practically  agricultural 
communities • 

Unemployment  has  considerably  diminished,  but  in  other 
directions*  tho  war  has  soriously  interfered  with  tho  gonial 
social  amonitios  of  tho  County*

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  Monmouthshire  Nursing  Association  of  which  Lady  Mathor 
Jackson  Is  tho  Honorary  Secretary  continues  to  do  good  work.  The 
Association  Is  subsidised  by  tho  County  Council.  Midwifery  work  in 
tho  rural  areas  and  agricultural  townships  for  the  Council  in  accord- 
ance with  the  schemo  prepared  by  virtue  of  the  Midwifery  Act,  1936, 
is  also  performed  by  the  County  Council. 

AMBULANCE  FAC ILIT IE3 . . . 

There- was  no  change  in  ambulance  facilities  in  the  County 
during  the  year,  neither  as  regards  tho  transport  of  infectious  nor 
of  non-inf cctious  cases,  except  the  inauguration  of  the  A.R.P.  Emergency 
Ambulanco  Services  to  deal  with  casualties  resulting  from'  enemy  action. 

The  County  Council  has  now  purchased  a 26-  h.p.  Austin  ambulance 
for  uso  in  convoying  patients  to  and  from. tho  Lydia  Bcynon  Ma-tcrnity 
Hospital.  (Tho  Coldra). 

CLINICS.  xiND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Tho  County  Council  has  established  43  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres  in  this  County  and  19  Ante-natal  Clinics. 

The  County  Education  Committoo  has  provided  11  School  Clinics. 

Thore  are.  no  day  nurseries  in  the  County. 

Tho  Tuberculosis  Visiting  Stations  aro  detailed  in  previous  • 
report  s .

There  is  one  Treatment  Centro  for  Venereal  Diseases  at  tho 
Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  Newport,  details  of  which  will  bo  found  later 
in  this  report. 

-The  County  Council  has  established  8 Clinics  for  tho  treatment 
of  Orthopaodic  Cases  at  Newport,  Pongam,  Crumlin,  Tredegar,  xPontypool, 
Monmouth,  Cbopstow  and  Abertillory.  ' Tho  Central  Orthopaedic  Clinic 
is  at  Newport,  at  which  massage,  electric  treatment  and  romodial 
exercises  aro  given. 

MEDICAL  CONSULTATION  CLINIC . 

This  clinic  was  opened  on  12th  April,  1940,  for  tho  consult- 
ation of  cases  referred  by  District  Medical  Officers  and  by  tho 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  tho  County  Staff,  as  well  as  ",  coses 
rof erred  by  General  Practitioners.  Tho  establishment  of  this  Clinic 
has  boon  of  an  inestimable  valuo  as  it  has- placed  .within  the  roach 
of  poor  persons  tho  advice  and  treatment  of  a first  class  Physician. 
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Dr.  Ivor  Davies,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  the  Senior  Physician  to  the 
Hoval  Infirmary,  Cardiff,  .and  Lecturer  in  Clinical  Medicine  for  the 
Welsh  National "School  of  Medicine  was  unanimously  appointed  Consumes 
Physician,  and  he  holds  at  least  fifteen  Clinics  every  year  for  tHii 
purpose.  The  attendance  at  these  has  been' on  an^ average  a dozen  ca: 
which  are  a sufficient  number  to  enable  adequate  investigation  to  bo 
given  to  each  case.  The  Medical  profession  in  Monmouthshire  and  tn< 
patients  themselves  have  been  complimentary  and' grateful  for  tho  so. 
rendered.
